- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so. a description of the general nature of the agreement (may <te by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowabihty is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should J^SSSmTfM the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and ^tZ^Z^^ 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable .terns required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
